VETERAN OF WAR 


AND CROSS BURIED 


New York, March 4—Funeral ser- 


vioe-j were held In Brooklyn today 
for the Rev Datus Dewitt Proper, 
Civil war veteran and 
one 
of the 


most widely known ot Baptist home 
missionaries. 


Born In Iowa territory, seventy- 


eight»years ago, near what Is now the 
town of Bonaparte, Dr Proper en- 
listed in the Iowa volunteer infantry 
and served throughout the Civil war. 


Shortly after the close of the war, 


ha was converted at a revival In a 
log school house and Immediately en- 
tered upon his work as missionary, 
which took him into the Indian terri- 
tories apa Into 
twenty-six 
states, 


many of which then were wild and 
undeveloped territories

THE ANSWERS, 


On behalf of the board of education 


J am giving- answers to the questions 
raised by George T. Coles of 1536 
Xorth Main street. The boaid of edu- 
cation is pleased to answer such ques- 
tions as mnst of them are questions 
that arise m the minds of more than 
one person. 
The board stands reacl> 


either collectively or individually to 
give to the public whatever informa- 
tion it may be able to gne regard- 
ing the affairs of the schools. 


The first ouestion raised may be 


answered by saying that it is not true 
that a large number of children who 
live ouUide the Decatur school dis- 
trict attend the ward schools of our 
city. There is only one such child 
In the whole system of schools and 
this child attends the Oglesby school. 
I might add that there are eight 
children living outside the Decatur 
school district who attend the junior 
high schools and one Inindred and 
twenty-four ^ho 
attend 
the 
high 


school. Tuition 
>i paid to the r i t y 


schools for each one of these children 
—the amount of tuition being exactly 
tho same as the cost per child In his 
particular type of school. The total 
income from the-e tuition pupils last 
year was 
$10.339 22. 
Mr. Coles is 


probably laboring under the erroneous 
impression that the city limits and the 
Detatur school district boundaries are 
the same. 


A gieat many of 
the statements 


made concerning: the affairs of the 
board of education have been based on 
just s-jch expressions as Mr. Cole* 
u^es in one of his questions. The 
expression referred to is in parenthesis 
and reatis—"As I have been told." In 
this connection, the business 
office 


does not )v-ne all of the latest office 
appliances—in 
fact, 
its 
equipment 


consists of two typewriters, an adding 
machine, chairs anl desks. The em- 
ployees of the board could not do their 


work effectively without thes«, 


The question as to why th» toard 


is asking for so much at this time 
m.vy be answered by saying that last 
year the board in its special election 
asited that the tax rate be increased 
from 2.76 to 3.75, while this year it Is 
asking that the tax rate be increased 
from 2.75 to 3.SO, practically the iden- 
tical amount asked last year. 
The 


reason for asking for a larger rate Is 
that the board of educal Ion has on its 
hands a 
$45,000 deficit which will 


have to be met and which would not 
have existed had the people voted fav- 
orably upon the Issue last August 


Nobody knows the exact amount 


the Board of Education will get from 
this increase, but it Is reckoned tha- 
the Increase will be about $170,000. 
Not only will the Board have to pay 
the $45,000 deficit but it will take 
another $45,000, 
or more, 
of 
this 


amount to keep from having a simi- 
lar deficit next year. It will 
take 


several thousand dollars more to em- 
ploy new teachers for the new chil- 
dren that will be added to the system 
next 
year. 
In addition 
to 
this, 


teachers entering 
our 
system are 


hired at a minimum salary of $900, if 
Inexperienced, and salaries are In- 
creased automatically by $50 per year 
until a maximum salary of $1,200 is 
reached. 
This applies to the ele- 


mentary schools alone, but the same 
rate of increase is allowed 
in 
the 


junior highs and 
the senior 
high 


school until the maximum salary Is 
reached. 
It can be seen that it will 


require several thousand dollars to 
grant 
these 
automatic 
increases. 


When It is remembered that $33.000 
more of this increase is for building 
purposes it can easily be seen by any 
one that no great amount would be 
available for the increase of teachers' 
salaries. 
The fart B that wo are 


waging this campaign for an increas- 
ed rate mainly for the purpose of be- 
ing able to meet the actual running 
needs of the schools, as they now ex- 
ist. 


We wish to give a definite 
state- 


ment in regard to the thought of Mr. 
Coles as to the bier difference it will 
make in taxes. Anjbody can figure 
how much more tax he will have to 
pay In consequence of the carrying 
of this election 1C he will refer to 
his own tax receipts. Tie can figure 
on paying about one dollar more on 
each eight dollars paid thi 
1* year. For 


example, If a man paid $S 00 taxes 
this jear his taxes v,\\\ he increased 
to 59.000 next year; If he paid $12.00 


! has taxes will be $1330; If he paid 


1 51600 his taxes will bo $1S; and If 


he paid $100 his taxes will be about 
$112.50. It should be borne In mind 
that this one dollar increase Is not 
one dollar increase on each eight dol- 
lars of property but on each eight 
dollars of taxes paid. 


It Is our thought that with these 


explanations we should be able 
to 


count on Mr. Coles' support In carry- 
ing the election on the 14th of thli 
month, which will afford more funds 
for our schools, and we trust that 
these replies may answer, In part, the 
questions arising in the minds of 
others. 
»

tion are public property and anyone 
has » right to investigate as thor- 
oughly as he chooses the records and 
accounts of the schools—Indeed, the 
Board of Education courts such in- 
vestigation.

(JET CLOSE UP. 


The beginner is cautioned to set

"•ble before firing, but in most cases 
tha artillery Is loosened from a dis- 
tance of a hundred yards or over. 
For thU reason It is necessary to 
aim the gun several feet above the 
sitting birds to allow for the drop In 
the shot, and also because in ex- 
tremely long shots the birds flush at 
the sound of the discharge and are 
several feet In the air before the 
shot can reach them. In this way 
great iport Is had by watching the 
dead ducks tumble back- Into the 
water. 


HOLD UP HEADS. 


The authors advise shouting just 


before the trigger la pulled when 
the shot Is taken within a hundred 
yards, to that the ducks will hold up 
their heads and make a better tar- 
get. Much enthusiasm Is shown In 
recording a wonderful shot at a 
flock of mallards where "half the 
flock tumbled back dead or wound- 
ed." This ahot netted between sixty 
and seventy birds.

The provisional government, 
therefore, Is being subjected to crlt- 
cal scrutiny This will continue and 
nnv slip will be many times magni- 
fied. 


Every day the affairs of the South- 


ern Irish government have to be 
c'ealt with. They cannot be held In 
suspense. Collins and his colleagues 
are responsible for the Irish servi- 
ces of government, but 
they 
are 


without adequate means to provide 
them. The British government there- 
fore has allocated a sum equal to 
36,000,000 for the Immediate require- 
ments. Arrangements also have been 
made between Dublin and London 
for compensating those who suffer- 
ed loss or injury In the recent guer- 
illa warfare. 


The logic of events Is bringing the 


provisional 
government 
more 
and 


more Into co-operation with the gov- 
ernment In London. How that will 
appeal to Irish psychology remains 
to be seen. 


IN FIRST PLACE. 


Despite an ever-deepening depres- 


sion Qf trade and difficulties about 
the Genoa conference, the Irish ques- 
tion continues to occupy first place 
In the mind of responsible persons In 
this country. This is more from com- 
pulsion 
than 
choice, 
because 
we 


would fain devote ourselves to the 
economic evils which confront us. 
But we are arrested by events In 
Ireland. 


The surrender of Collins to De 


Valera at the Sinn Fein club con- 
vention last week led to a postpone- 
ment of the bill In the British par- 
liament legalizing the Irish treaty. 
Conferences with the Dublin minis- 
ters, however, cleared ths air and 
the bill has again started through Its 
parliamentary stages. The ret re- 
sult of De Valera's victory over 
Collins and 
Griffith 
has been 
to 


strengthen British opposition to the 
government's policy and to retard 
the working out of » time-table for 
the various stages of tbe Irish bill. 
But, providing no further obstacles 
shall bs Interposed, the bill should 
pass In about a fortnight. 


THREE MONTHS' DELAY. 


There can be no election In Ire- 


land, however, for atx least three 
months and then, in accordance with 
the arrangement- made between the 
two Sinn Fein sections, the vote will 
be on a constitution as well as the 
treaty. 
Collins and his colleagues 


appear to hold the view that their 
acceptance of De Valera's terms of 
three months' delay, and the Inclu- 
sion of the constitutional vote, was 
the lesser of two evils open to them. 
For, if they had pressed the Issue to 
a vote, defeat and chaos might have 
ensued. 


The Inclusion of the constitution 


In the campaign 
of the next three 


months Is almost certain to lead to 
.further factional troubles, 
Therein 


lies the danger of delay. An unfort- 
unate feature of the present "itua- 
tlon Is that Irish unity seems to be 
receding, 
Sir James Craig,

Premier, has even declined to pro- 
ceed with a Judicial Inquiry Into re- 
cent killings at Clones or to have 
any parley with the Southern gov- 
ernment until all kidnaped Ulster 
poisons are released 


BECOMING QUIETER. 


In the Northern area itself disor- 


ders are subsiding. It Is true there 
has been further bombing and shoot- 
ing at Belfast, for which no arrests 
have 
been 
made, 
but 
these 
may 


prove to be the last outrages to, be 
committed with Impunity In Belfast, 
for the ulster government has at last 
Issued an edict regarding possession 
or 
traffic 
In firearms.

Tuesday last any person found guilty 
of either offense Is liable to punish- 
ment up to two years at hard-labor. 


On the whole, the Irish position is 


critical, but I still think Ireland Is 
In a fair way to peace and tran- 
qulllty, provided only that she Is left 
free from American or any outside or 
irritating Influence.

bathed, crossed a river on a bridge 
of snow which hnd been formed bv 
an avalanche and they saw an ava- 
lanche start from another mountain 
peak and roar down thousands of 
feet In less than a minute. 


•Preliminary to the climbing of the. 
high Tnountain the members of the 
party hart practiced 
several weeks 


among the foothills near Santiago, 


climbing a good sized 
foothill each 


morning before going to work so as 


to toughen the muscles which would 
be needed In the big trip.

"I worked very hard and every 


c:icc In a while, needing relaxation 
end rest, I would go out for an hour 
or two and see a movie. Those were 
the days of ths one, two and some- 


^t]mes three-reelers. 


WILD CHASES. 


"Principally, they consisted of wild 


bhases, of leaps over cliffs and such 
thrilling scenes. The humorous re- 
mark, 'that's the nest picture I ever 
slept through,' had a practical ap- 
plication in my case. I would sleep 
peacefully while the screen shadows— 
•which were really flickering shad- 
ows, then—achieved wild deeds and 
followed harassed criminals or lovely 
heroines over mountains, down deep 
gorges and across endless plains. 


"But 
the crowning tragedy of all 


•was when they put on Shakespearean 
di-aina, condensed, with a boy who 
VT.IS intensely Ignorant, actually en- 
£;i-^ed in explaining the scenes as 
they were Hashed on 
the 
screen? 


Imagine! They played 'Othello' and 
*ha boy couldn't even pronounce the 
names such as Desdemona and lago. 
He would attempt to acquaint the au- 
dieijccs with what the actors were, 
supposed to he saying—as lor exam-

GREAT NOVELTY. 


"The 
pictures were then a novelty 


*— It was a. case of seeing something 
move—whether a kangaroo or a man. 
fflThnt was the thing—pictures that 
moved. The- story was almost en- 
tirely lacking. So the great advance 
began when they started producing 


i^ea! stories." 


"They didn't want actors in the 


early days." supplemented James Neill 
another noted actor, "at least not 
snore than ths leading people. Any- 
pne ivould do for ths other parts." 


"They believed, you see, that It was 


easier to handle totally untrained 
persons—like puppets or marionettes," 
chimed in Roberts. 


"But that was proved a fallacy, very 


soon," continued Neill. *'It began to 
be evident that even minor parts had 
to be acted by persons knowing- some- 
thing about acting, because so much 
time was wasted that the saving in 
salary was soon eaten up and also be- 
cause the pictures suffered as a re- 
sult of the uncouth movements and 
gestures of the unskillful performers. 
START ^N SNOW, FINISH IN' SPRING 


"The funniest thing," he went on, 


"were the pictures, such as some of 
those depicting General Washington's 
experiences—i recall the one which 
showed the battle of Valley Forge, 
where the army started out In the 
snow and fought the battle in the 
lovely springtime. It was easy to 
make one snow scene but to show a 
battlefield covered with snow was be- 
yond them In those days," 


"Yes," interjected 
Theodore Rob- 


erts, "and the army consisted of four 
supers. General Washington came out 
of the house to meet his scouts and 
others because it was so much easier 
and cheaper to take a scene out of 
doors than to build a set representing 
an Interior. 


CHANGE UNBELIEVABLE. 


'TVhen I think of what the pictures 


were ten years ago and compare them 
with the pictures of today 
I can 


scarcely believe tnat this progress is 
the work of out one decade. 


"Speaking of 'sleeping through a 


picture'" added Mr. Roberts, smiling 
over the reminiscence, "I remember 
once several years ago entering a pic- 
ture theater where a comedy was be- 
ing run off. I was arrested as I en- 
tered the door by the gale o£ laugh- 
ter which had just burst forth. 
I 


took my seat and fell comfortably 
asleep; suddenly again came that wild 
burst of merriment and I awoke and 
gazed at the screen—it was the same 
icene and I had slept through the 
entire program!"

not ha-ve it he can help himself, for 
he does not believe that the best re- 
sults are achieved through-open hos- 
tilities. He prefers a policy of con 
ciliatlon and will continue that policy 
•with congress so long as congress it- 
self permits. Mr. Harding is oppose- 
to going over the heads of anyone to 
appeal to the people. He feels quick- 
er results are obtained In conference 
with the already elected representa- 
tives of the people. 


But 
presidential 
"fights" seldom 


develop during the honeymoon year 
In the White House. Since time im- 
memorial, however, the latter years 
of »resldential terms have been gen- 
erally marked by turmoil and trou- 
ble. 
The fact that history has an 


immutable way of repeating itself has 


Mr .Mellon and will continue to do 
so in the future. 


HASN'T CONQUERED "SYSTEM." 
Mr. Harding has also endeavored 


strenuously to bring about greater 
government 
economy and depart- 


mental reforms, but it has been a 
hard fight and he has not yet con- 
quered "the tfstcm" which has con- 
trolled the Washington governmental 
agencies so long. Mr .Harding par- 
ticularly wanted a consolidation of 
the army and navy departments and 
the creation of a department of pub- 
lic welfare. These battles remain to 
be won. 


The president feels much has been 


achieved by the 
administration 
In 


looking after the affairs of disabled 
soldiers. The bonus for all the sol- 
diers has not been so deftly handled 
and still threatens to plague1 the par- 
ty sorely before It is laid to rest. 


President Harding promised in his

The house of 
representatives' already has 
paused 


the antl-Iynching bill, but trouble is

Bus Competition. 


Decatur, 111., March 4, 1922. 


Editor Review: It has not been 


long aince the Decatur Railway and 
Light company was waging a bitter 
fight against motor busses operat- 
ing In the city of Decatur. Such be- 
ing the case, it Is difficult to under- 
stand how the street car company 
can justify its stand as indicated In 
section two of their recently sub- 
mitted 
proposed 
franchise agree- 


,ment, wherein they ask permission 
to operate on the streets of Decatur 
a transportation system propelled by 
any type of motive power whatever, 
excepting steam locomotives, which 
I take It Includes motor busses, too, 
if the company so desires. 


The street car company Is, Indeed, 


condescending to offer not to oper- 
ate a steam locomotive through our 
downtown streets. It appears the 
company would consider It better for 
us to give them the streets to use 
just as they 
the city to 
them to use our streets for ordinary 
pedestrian and vehicular traffic. 


In an effort to hide their true pur- 


pose, the company proposes a fran- 
chise permitting bussei to operate 
In competition to the street railway 
system If they do not run parallel to 
a street car company line, when 
within four blocks of it, excepting 
for a distance of one block. This 
provision means that a motor bus 
opera'tmsr in competition cauld not 
come within about a mile of the 
transfer station, except, possibly, a 
single line coming up South Main 
street. Isn't It perfectly ridiculous 
that such a proposition should be 
suggested by any company with the 
expectation of having our city coun- 
cil and our people accept It. 


Another feature In regards 
this 


last provision Is to be considered, 
too. Absolutely no provision Is made 
in the proposed franchise for the 
service schedule on any of the lines. 
As long as that Is true, and as long 
as the street car company itself can 
operate a bus line, what is to pre- 
vent the street car company run- 
ning its own bus on the same route 
an Independent bus line chooses to 
operate on? Under their proposed 
franchise, the company could keep 
mnnlng an Independent bus line out 
of the city by simply running a bus 
of its own, and to do it the company 
could even operate only one bus a 
week, or one a month, perhaps. Tet 
It Is possible under the terms of the 
franchise as submitted by the street 
railway company. 


The existence of the bus lines In 


Decatur Is largely an outgrowth of 
the failure of the Decatur Railway 
and Light company to provide service 
consistent with the Bl?e and growth 
of our city. If such service had been 
rendered, I doubt that the busses 
would have entered the field of com- 
petition. Since their Inception, the 
busses ha\e 
rendered 
a valuable 


service. They ar« here to stay just 
as long as they continue to give the 
public a necessary service, under 
satisfactory service and fair sched- 
ules. When the service of busses Is 
no lontrer needed, public' opinion and 
lack of patronage will soon elim- 
inate them. 


Before 
granting ths street car 


company a guaranteed monopoly on 
the transportation service In Deca- 
tur, let's see that the publlo Inter- 
ests are first protected. I, for one, 
am ready to accept a franchise at 
any time but It must serve the peo- 
ple of Decatur and not represent a 
policy of "the people be damned," as 
the franchise submitted by the car 
company proposes.

DIFFERENT RESPONSES.

possible that the British ambassador 
may come with a few millions in cash 
in account of the unpaid interest, anil 


L ' dependable promise of readiness

position to g-lve us more hopeful as- 
surances about what she owes us. 


SHOULD BE PRANK. 


If France should make that sug- 


gestion, our officials, It they Jeel like 
being frank, must undoubtedly tell 
her that no such suggestion can be 
considered by us for the reason thai 
it is the definite policy of our govern- 
ment rot to become Involved In the 
unpleasantly tangled muddle of Ger- 
man reparations. If this conversation 
should become very 
frank, 
Indeed, 


and should take on the ordinary col- 
or of an analogous conversation be- 
tween the president of the bank, and 
a business man who has failed to 
meet an overdue note, then in that 
case, it would be conceivable that 
our government might point out some 
things France could do which would 
make her better able to pay, and 
which would improve her standing 
with her creditor. 


CUT ARMY. 


We might tell her that 
if 
she 


would reduce her army, sho could 
save enough yearly to pay at least 
the current Interest on what she 
owes us; and also that If three or 
four hundred thousand of the men 
that France now keeps soldiering 
were released 
for 
ordinary work, 


their productive capacity would add 
very conaiderably to France's ability 
to pay her bills. 
,AGAINST EUROPEAN BIG ARMIES. 


If we should feel free to be very 


candid with France, we would prob- 
ably tell her that about as definite 
a prejudice as the American peoplft 
have on any subject whatever la to 
the effect that bis armies in Europe 
shall not be maintained 
with 
our 


money. We don't maintain any big 
armies In America, and we aren't KJ- 
ing to maintain big armies In Eu- 
rope. If France probes deep enough, 
she- may discover that our people are 
ready to go as far as we legitimately 
can in exerting economic pressure 
on Europe to stop maintaining big 
armies, Md to stop Improper and ex- 


i travagant government expenditures 
generally/ 


CAN CUT LOANS 


Not only can we exert this econ- 


omlo pressure through the leverage 
of the public debts which the gov- 
ernments of Europe owe'our govern- 
ment. 
We can also exert It by 


frowning upon futurs private loans 
by American bankers 
-"to European 


governments. 
Many of the govern- 


ments have been doing a good deal 
of borrowing from American bank- 
ers, and they want to do more. It is 
possible that 
In the 
future, when 


American bankers aie asked to loan 


tnora 
money to European- govern! 


ments, our government may express 
a wish to know someth.ng about thai 
details. Our government may aslc 
just what this money Js to be used 
for. If It !• merely to go Into tha 
goneral funds of these European gov- 
ernments, an« to be used to pay sol-' 
dlers and In othsr forms of govern- 
ment waste, our government may ex- 
press a wish that »ur bankers shorn* 
decline to make *»o loan. 
But, oa 


the other hand, if^the loan Is des- 
tined for some productive, if It Is to 
go into water power construction, or 
some other form of helpful Industiy. 
then our government Is likely to ap- 
prove it, 


EAGER TO HELP. 


In short our government Is eager 


to help the countries of Europe in 
an economic way: but Is not dispos- d 
to help the, governments of Europa 
maintain armies and otherwise spcn'l 
money wastefully, or Improperly. In 
fact, already, in relation to one re- 
quest made by an European to an 
American bank for a large loan, our 
government has expressed a point ot 
view somewhat like the one here set 
forth. 


CAN EXERT PRESSURE. 


And it Is merely In the matter ol 


these private loans, as well 
as 


tlnough 
the 
obligations duo our 


government, that we can exert eco- 
nomio pressure on the governments 
of Europe to get back to sound fi- 
nancial methods. There are 
other 


ways yet. As I say, If these conver- 
sations between our officials and the 
officials of European 
governments 


should become 
sufficiently candid, 


our people can read a pretty clear 
and direct lecture 
to the govern- 


ments of Europe on the subject of 
maintaining large armies printing 
paper money, failing to keep their 
expenses within their Incomes, and 
other aspects of sound economics in 
the conduct of government. 


All that I have said is hypotheti- 


cal, obviously, but it is 
entirely 


possible for the transactions to take 
this turn. In fact, It Is difficult to 
imagine how 
they 
can take any 


other turn, considering the position 
that has been taken by our congress 
and the known and obvious beliefs 
\held by our people. 


ITALY DIFFERENT. 


As to Italy, her case is different. 


Italy Is In an even more difficult po- 
sition than France. Italy has less 
money than France, and is In an even 
less strong position economically and 
financially. 
Furthermore, Italy has 


no reliance on any sueh large future 
asset, whether doubtful or good, as 
France's expectation of reparations 
from Germany. Italy will probably 
tell us she can't pay Anything now, 
and that she can't make any definite 
promise as to Just what she can do 
in the future, or w'nen she can do it. 


AROUSES FRIENDSHIP. 


On the other hand, Italy has con- 


ducted herself In such a way as to 
appeal to the friendly disposition of 
her debtors. I am told by competent 
authority that Italy, In spite of th» 
unhappy position in which the war 
left her, economically,

' Italy reduced her army drastically 
and promptly. Italy's army Is now 
almost aq small as our own. She has 
also reduced her navy to a reasonable 
minimum. In other ways, Italy has 
inada good faith efforts and has 
achieved 
definite progress toward 


getting back to sound practices In 
government finance. 


As to some of the smaller countries 


that are our debtors, they will have 
Carious stories to tell, and various 
teuggestions to make. Some of them 
are pretty hopeless. Some of them 
don't even seem to have the ambi- 
tion or the Intention to do the right 
thing with regard to their debts and 
•with regard to their 
government 


finance generally. On the other hand 
I am told that one or two of these 
little countries are ready to make 
surprising and moat agreeable pro- 
posals looking to arrangements for 
liquidating the debts they owe us 


POWERS PRESCRIBED. 


After all these negotiations are 


over, after our debt commission has 
concluded the conversations with all 
our debtors, what then' Our debt 
commission cannot cancel, cannot re- 
duce and cannot compromise They 
ha\e not the authority. Concress re- 
fused to give it to them. Our debt 
commission has almost no latitude or 
choice. The onlv discretion congress 
save to the debt commission was 
limited to refunding the debts so as 
to spread the payments over a pe- 
riod of not over twenty years and to 
fixing the interest at a rate of not 
less than 4'i per cent Outside these 
conditions the debt commission has 
no latitude and no authority.

The con- 
cerns which have been shutting down 
are almost altogether of the light-

sort,

of them have 


been 
out-and-out 
bucket 
shops, 


namely 
alleged 
brokerage 
houses 


which have never executed orders en- 
,trusted to them, but 
have 
meVely 


taken the other side from their cus- 
tomers in what 
are 
purely paper 


transactions'. 


MOSTLY LITTLE FELLOWS. 


Most of the remainder have been 


either little fellows with shoe string 
resources or somewhat larger enter- 
prises, which nevertheless have at- 
tempted to do mucli more business 
than 
their 
capital 
justified.

these latter cases it was necessary at 
all hazards to cut down bank loans 
because the banks were calling for

are carefully and conservatively run.

They see to It that they undertake 


no larger 
business than they have 


resource to swing It with. At 
any 


time they can wind up their aCfalrs, 
pay their 
customers 
off and have 


their own capital free. This la Wall 
Street business as It should be done 
and Is done by the greater number 
en the New York and the Consolidat- 
ed exchanges. 


MISTAKES MADE. 


Where the public makes its first 


mistake Is dealing with firms which 
have no exchange connections. Where 
H makes its second mistake la In 
opening accounts even with exchange 
members without looking up their 
banking references and commercial 
rating:). 


The debacle of the last'fortnight 


has been very much like the tumble 
of a house of cards.
